"18. THE MOST ATTRACTIVE COURSE IS SET OUT IN PARAGRAPH 14. 

IN WHICH THE SECURE VOICE CAPACITY OF NATO IS IMMEDIATELY 
RESTORED. DURING THIS PERIOD THE NECESSARY BUDGETARY MEASURES 
TO RENT (IN RESERVE STATUS) THE CIRCUITS REQUIRED TO ESTABLISH 
A RE-ROUTING SHOULD BE INITIATED. THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
RESERVE CIRCUIT PLAN HAS THE ADDITIONAL ADVANTAGE THAT, ON
